HE Power of French Influence on our 

Trade ia Times of Peace, has not been 

fo much, but their Influence on it in 

Time of War, has been greater————And here 

opensa Terrible Scene The fad Depre- 

dation made upon us in Trade, by their Priva- 

teers, in the beginning of the Jaft War, -has 

left a Black Mark on the Effates of many Ru- 
fn’d, but then Flourifhing Families. 

Nor do I fpeak that more fenfibly in this 
Cafe, for the fhare I have had in the Misfor- 
tune ; tho’ I had the Honour, Difafter, or what 
elfe you will pleafe tocall it, of lofing the firft 
Ship that was taken upon the Breach of the laf 
War, acd before it was declar’d. 

But the Cafualty wasfo general, that he that 
-was not afeéted with it, muft be very Infenfible 
of the Circumftances of his Native Country. 
By this unaccountable Havock they made of our 
Ships, all Foreign Trade felt a general Shock, 
and it Was two or three Years before we knew 
which way to turn our felves in Trade ; nothing 
could go to Sea almoft, but it fell into the Ene- 
mies Hands; the Seas were covered with their 
Privateers; andin the firft three Years of the 

ar, they took b 
hole Sie very wel ee the Matter, a- 
bove 20Co Sail of our Ships. 

As England is a Trading Country, and full 
of Shipping in all parts of the Coaft, no Corner

Wall, as the Sailors:call it,” and pexith’d for 
want of uling; and our Merchaats :requently 
rebought feveral Ships from then, for balf their 
Worth ; ash» Bedford and India Stun, for In- 
ftance—————From hence came the Cuftom ‘ef 
Ranfoming Ships at Sea; the meaning was, that 
taking a Ship Joaden with any nwan, bulky 
Commodity, aad it not being worth while to 
carry her Home, it was better to take’a quarter 


of her Worth, and tet her go, thaa to:car 


aa Home, where they knew they could not 
er. ; 

This fell chiefly among the Colliers, for Coles 
were ascheap in Dunkirk, a3 at London, andno 
ufe forthem, the Ships generally good for lit- 
tle ; fo it was much better to take a Sum of 
Money, than be at the Charge of Manning 
their Prizes, and fending them Home, where

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seither the Veffel, nor the Coles, amounted 
g enough to make it worth while. 

The Multitude of Prizes they took from us,. 
were Jofinite Advantages to them,,’cis a black 
Account, and too mejancholy to ravel into the 
Particularse. ;

‘tlie Contempt it put upon our Naval Af- 
fairs,, which opened the Mouth both of Friend 
and Foe Abroad and at Home: Our Merchants 
repjn’d, our Mob Rav'd, Our Facobites Gloried, 
the French Infulted our Coaft, our mifmanag’d 
Nayy lay by,. our Cruilers did little or nothing, 
and” to this pafs was our Trade reduc’d. 
This made Seamens Wages high, Freight 
high, Infurances, high, and all Foreign Goods 


id proportion.. 
Fast this began te be a. little better masag’d 
towards the end of the laft War, .istrue, and in 


time we fhould have brought our Trade toa fo 


better Decoration: But the Blow was ftruck 
early, our Enemies were Earich’d, and we Im- 
poverih’d in the firft of the Day, and we-ne- 
yer recover'd the Blow. 

The Value of-Sifips and Goods taken in this 
Time is Incredible; and if, 1 thould fay, the 
tofs of Trade fuffered at Sea, amounted to one 
third as muef as all the Charge of that War, I 
Mould under-ate it,. if it be true, that in thos 
wa. Yeas; we lofabeut 39 Millions Sterling, as- 


fome have computed it, and’pretend“to under- 
rate it to9.. 

At the beginning of this laft War, we feem’d 
to-have a: new face of Management upon our 
Naval Affairs; and for. the firft Year, or two, 
we loft: but met faasgs jin Diligent Frigats — 
pick’d up abundanee of French Privateers; and —
